Rc-G-roupinfi  of  Water  UndertaMn^s_. 


The  original  Order  for  rc-grouping  the  West  and  Mid  Dorset  Water 
Iftidertakings  nas  revoked  by  a select  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
in  1965.  After  considerable  discussion  a nou  draft  Poole  and  Dorset 
Water  Order  VTas  the  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  in  Janaury,  1967*  This 
now  Order  covered  a much  wider  area  than  the  one  which  had  been  previously 
rejected.  Subsequent  to  the  Public  Enquiry  the  Minister  has  agreed  to  the 
revised  Order  Tri.th  minor  amendments.  The  new  Water  Undertakings  will  be 
kno;7n  as  the  Dorset  Water  Board  and  there  were  also  some  alterations  in  the 
financial  arrangements , 

It  is  pjoBciblb- ' that  re-grouping  may  now  take  place  in  1968  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  change  will  not  unduly  defer  improvements  to  the 
water  supply  in  West  Dorset,  It  will  bo  seen  in  the  following  table  the 
progress  that  has  boon  made  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  in  its  eight  years 
of  existence.

The  Water  Board  have  now  completed  the  first  six  phases  -^f  their 
Regional  Scheme  and  have  started  on  phase  7»  The  main  from  R,7  (North  Warren 
Hill  reservoir)  connecting  Molplash  to  Mangorton  and  West  Milton  was  being 
laid  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  construction  of  the  main  from  Broadoak  to 
Marsh:;ood  and  R,5  (the  reservoir  at  Bettiscombe) , is  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 
Approval  is  also  being  sought  in  respect  of  a scheme  to  bring  the  Board’s  supply 
to  Uclbury  Osmond.  The  plans  for  a supply  to  Powers took  and  Poorton  have  been 
temporarily  deferred.

In  1965  a circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  expressed  the  Mnister's 
hope  that  Local  Authorities  would  take  steps  to  add  fluoride  to  public  water 
supplies  where  these  are  naturally  deficient.  It  is  to  be  regreted  that  neitlier 
nationally  nor  locally  has  real  progress  been  made  in  the  last  year. 

The  Rural  District  Council  were  advised  to  support  the  County  Council 
if  they  decided  to  undertake  fluoridation  but  both  Coxancils  expressed  themselves 
as  opposed  to  this  preventative  measure.

Unsatisfactory  Samples^ 

The  details  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  are  as  follows 

(1)  Two  samples  from  a cottage  not  connected  but  situated  close  to  the 
main  water  supply. 

After  service  of  a notice  the  owner  finally  agreed  to  connect  to  the 
West  Dorset  supply, 

(2)  Two  samples  from  an  estate  supply. 

Subsequent  samples  after  improvement  work  were  satisfactory, 

(3)  T\7o  samples  from  a farm  supply. 

Further  samples  showed  a great  improvement  after  work  had  been  carried 
out  at  the  soxirce. 
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(if)  Six  samples  at  Seaboroiigh. 

These  were  taken  in  connection  with  the  main  being  laid  in  the  village  to 
discover  the  conditions  of  the  existing  supplies  and  decide  which  properties 
should  be  connected  to  the  new  main  supply. 

(5)  The  \msatisfactory  samples  from  the  Board's  supply  were  taken  to  test 

new  mains  and  also  from  the  Hooke  source  which  is  subsequently  chlorinated, 
in  every  case  repeated  sampling  gave  satisfactory  results.

DRAIH^E  AND  SEVIERAGjB^^ 

Joint  Sewerage  Soheme_._ 

Bridport  Borough,  Bridport  and  Beaminster  Rural  District  Councils 
have  a joint  scheme  for  sewerage  of  parts  of  their  districts.  A pressure 
pipe  line  from  Beaminster  will  pass  through  Bridport  Rural  District  and 
terminate  in  a submarine  outfall  at  West  Bay,  This  will  initially  take 
sewage  from  the  towns  of  Beaminster  and  Bridport  and  subsequently  villages 
in  both  rural  areas  v/ill  be  linked  to  it  in  progressive  stages. 

The  work  on  the  main  network  and  individual  drains  has  been  completed 
for  the  tovjn  ©f  Beaminster  and  sewage  is  being  temporarily  discharged  into 
the  river  Brit,  A large  part  wf  the  pressure  pipe  line  has  been  completed 
and  the  only  work  remaining  is  on  control  chambers  and  small  isolated  sections 
of  pipe. 

The  submarine  pipe  has  also  been  completed  and  was  due  to  be  towed  out 
to  sea  during  the  Autumn  of  1967*  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain 
the  winch  necessary  to  pull  this  pipe  into  position  and  this  will  not  now  be 
done  until  the  spring  of  1 9^8,  However,  this  will  not  delay  the  time  at  which 
the  system  will  be  brought  into  operation  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
it  will  be  functional  in  19^8, 

Beaminster. 

The  temporary  gravity  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  River  Brit  through 
the  extended  storm  water  pumping  main  continued  throughout  the  year  without 
difficul'ty  and  it  will  not  therefore  be  necessary  to  operate  the  pumps  until 
the  submarine  outfall  and  pressure  pipeline  system  is  in  operation. 

South  I^_rrottj,_  _Mo_s_t6  rton  and  , 

A local  investigation  of  this  scheme  by  the  Ministiy  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  was  held  in  May  who  did  not  favour  a separate  small 
sewage  disposal  works  for  Chedington, 
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South  Perrotty  Mosterton  Cheddn^ton  ccytinued . 

The  scheme  was  subsequently  amend.ed  to  provide  treatment  for  all 
three  villages  at  an  enlarged  works  north  of  South  Perrott  but  although  the 
outline  proposals  had  received  technical  approval  no  consent  to  invite  tenders 
for  the  work  had  been  received  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Consent  was  however  given  to  proceed  with  the  purchase  of  land 
for  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  for  the  provision  of  a concrete  tube  sleeve 
through  the  abutments  of  a new  road  bridge^  now  being  constructed  over  the 
River  Axe  at  Mosterton,  to  facilitate  sewer  laying,

Potdtiy  Inspection. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  dro.^Tn  attention  to  the  need  for  frequent 
and  regiilar  visits  to  he  made  to  all  poultry  processing  establishments  to 
ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  'the  Food  Hygiene 

(General)  Regulations  196O  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Code  of  Practice 
on  Poultry  Dressing  and  Packing  were  being  observed,  and  that  all  carcases 
and  viscera  intended  for  human  consumption  were  in  a fit  condition. 


There  are  now  two  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district  and  both 
are  under  the  same  meiagement;  killing  and  plucking  of  the  birds  is  carried 
out  at  one  of  these  premises,  and  some  eviscerating  is  done  at  the  other. 


About  300,000  birds  mostly  hens  but  also  some  turkeys  and  geese  at 
Christmas  time,  were  killed  at  these  premises  during  the  year.  53  visits 
\7ere  made  and  1080  hens  (0.36^  of  the  total)  were  condemned.

The  Regulations  apply  to  covered  and  uncovered  markets,  delivery 
vehicles,  mobile  shops,  stalls  and  trading  in  the  open  generally.  They 
strengthen  the  present  food  hygiene  requirements  for  these  forms  of  trading 
and  revoke  or  supersede  the  corresponding  req\iirements  in  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  196O.  The  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st. 
Janaury,  19^7  aJid  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  19^0,  do  not  apjply 
after  that  date  to  food  businesses  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  new 
Reg\ilations . 


No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  these  Reg\ilations.

Since  1961,  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 
of  special  designation  in  connection  with  milk  was  transferred  from  the 
Council  to  the  Dorset  County  Council  under  the  liilk  (Special  Designations) 
i960.

There  is  only  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  This  is 
sited  at  Broadwindsor  and  is  privately  owned.  Inspection  of  neat  at  this 
slaughterhouse  which  involves  Sunday  inspections,  was  from  I/11/63  - 31/1/66 
carried  out  by  a local  Veterinary  Sxirgeon  but  on  1/2/66  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  rosvined  responsibility  for  this  work  as  a result  of  the  reallocation 
of  his  duties,

PUBLIC  CLIMNSING. 


There  is  a fosrtni^tly  collection  of  all  household  refuse  for  the 
whole  of  the  district  except  Beaninster  which  has  a weekly  collection. 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  a 25  cubic  yard  capacity  compression 
refuse  collection  vehicle  to  replace  the  existing  12  cubic  yard  side  loading 
machine  and  this  is  expected  to  come  into  service  in  J4ay  1968, 

It  was  reported  that  tipping  in  the  leased  quarry  in  Stintford  Lane, 
Beaninster,  v7ould  have  to  cease  dxiring  1968  and  it  was  therefore  decided, 
that  earth  moving  work  would  be  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  own  land  in 
Stintford  Lane  to  provide  emergency  tipping  space  until  other  arrangements 
can  be  made  and  also  to  provide  the  public  accommodation  required  under  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act, 

The  number  of  litter  bins  at  lay-bys  on  classified  roads  provided  by 
the  Dorset  County  Council,  v^o  also  contribute  towards  the  fortni^tly  collection 
increased  d\iring  the  year  from  10  to  23, 


Public  Cleansing  c_ontinuejL» 

48  litter  bins  have  been  provided  by  the  Council  at  various  sites 
vTithin  the  district  and  these  are  emptied  either  weekly  or  fortnightly 
during  the  normal  refuse  collection  rounds,

There  is  no  widespread  camping  in  the  district.  Licences  were  granted 
for  a few  single  sites  on  which  to  keep  a caravan. 


SCHOOLS , 

The  14  schools  in  the  area  have  been  inspected  regularly,  9 have  water 
supplies  from  public  mains,  3 from  private  estate  supplies  and  2 from  wells, 
38  water  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Council  staff,  32  were  satisfactory 
and  6 unsatisfactory,  12  schools  have  water  closets  and  2 pail  closets.  All 
the  schools  except  4 are  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk, 

8 samples  of  water  were  also  taken  from  the  swimming  pools  in  two 
schools  in  the  area,  b^^  the  County  Council  staff,  7 were  satisfactory  and 
1 was  unsatisfactory.
